POLICE STEP UP BOOZE 
CRACKDOWN IN TOWN 


OFFICERS TAKE ALCOHOL FROM 67 PEOPLE DRINKING IN STREETS 


Police seized alcohol from 
nearly 70 people who were 
drinking in the streets of 
Northampton town centre 
last weekend as part of a new 
booze crackdown. 

Senior officers said they were 
“pleased” with the results of 
the new approach, which was 
introduced this month to tack¬ 
le alcohol-fuelled disorder 
and violence in Northampton 
on Friday and Saturday nights. 

Police said they had adopt¬ 
ed a “lower tolerance” towards 
disorder and drunkenness. 

Inspector Vaughan Clarke, 
from the alcohol harm reduc¬ 
tion team, said: “What we 
want is a town centre that is 
vibrant and fun, where eve¬ 
ryone can come out to enjoy 
themselves in safety. 

“Officers are taking low lev¬ 
els of tolerance to those who 
are, or who are likely, to stop 
that happening. 

“Since the beginning of 
July, we have changed the 


way we police Northampton 
town centre on Friday and Sat¬ 
urday nights. We are adopting 
a lower level of tolerance to 
drunken behaviour, particu¬ 
larly that which may lead to 
violence and anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

“We are using the powers 
we have to prevent problems 
escalating and dealing with 
them when they happen. 

“For example, on Friday 
and Saturday night, we seized 
and disposed of alcohol from 
67 people who were drinking 
in the street. 

“The Designated Public 
Place Order (DPPO) intro¬ 
duced in Northampton in 
2009 allows us to do this. 

“We also removed 17 peo¬ 
ple from the town centre, ei¬ 
ther by detaining them in the 
mobile custody suite, or using 
other police powers ordering 
them to leave, because their 
behaviour had deteriorated to 
a point that they were a risk to 
themselves or others.”

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Plans to turn sorting office 
into new secondary school

The former Royal Mail sort¬ 
ing office in Northampton 
could be converted into a new 
secondary school, it has been 
revealed. 

The David Ross Education 
Trust (DRET), which spon¬ 
sors Malcolm Arnold Acade¬ 
my and a number of primary 
schools in the town, is work¬ 
ing with Northamptonshire 
County Council to look into 
the possibility of opening a 
new secondary school with 
1,200 places. 

A number of sites are being 
considered, but the old Royal 
Mail sorting office in Barrack 
Road, which has been dere¬ 
lict for the past 10 years, is the 
trust’s preferred choice. 

The new secondary school 
would have a specialism for 
performing arts and it is ex¬ 
pected it would open in time 
for the 2015/16 academic year. 

Wendy Marshall, DRET 
chief executive, said the 
proposal would be good for 
Northampton and would 
help provide room for the de¬ 
mand for additional second¬ 
ary school places. 

Ms Marshall said: “There 
has been a great deal of focus 
on the extra 4,200 primary 
school places Northampton 
needs over the next two years. 
What has to be addressed is 
the longer-term impact. All 
pupils who fill these primary 
places will need to go to a sec¬ 
ondary school in the future. 


“We believe a secondary 
school with a strong focus 
on the performing arts will 
compliment the existing sec¬ 
ondary provision in the area, 
offering increased parental 
choice and meeting the needs 
of more students.” 

Ms Marshall said the trust 
had been working with the lo¬ 
cal authority for some time to 
identify proposed sites. 

She said: “The site in Bar¬ 


rack Road is of interest to us. 
Developing the old building 
into a school would be a good 
opportunity and would make 
use of what is a landmark site 
which has been empty for 
some time. This would un¬ 
doubtedly add to the regener¬ 
ation and development of the 
area. However, it’s early days 
and it may well be the case 
that we identify a more suit¬ 
able site.” 


The Trust is opening a con¬ 
sultation to gather the views 
of the local community before 
submitting a proposal to the 
Department for Education in 
September. 

If Barrack Road is chosen 
as the site for the school, it is 
believed some of the buildings 
may be retained.

Mystery surrounds arson attack on postal hub 


It is almost 10 years since a 
large fire destroyed the Royal 
Mail sorting office in Barrack 
Road, Northampton. 

Nobody has ever been 
charged in connection with 
the arson attack which in¬ 
volved an employee’s car 
being set alight in an under¬ 
ground car park, as well as 
nine other fires being deliber¬ 
ately started on the first floor 
of the building. 

Amazingly, only 25 per 
cent of the 250,000 letters 
and parcels inside were lost in 
the blaze, but mail deliveries 
in the Northampton area were 
disrupted for weeks after the 
fire in September 2003. 

Royal Mail staff never 
moved back to the Barrack 
Road office and used a tempo¬ 
rary office in Crow Lane, Great 
Billing, for seven years before 
moving to the new main depot 
in Swan Valley. 

In June 2011, the Chron re¬ 
vealed Tesco had signed a deal 
to build a new store on the site, 
but in July last year, the su¬ 
permarket chain announced 
it was pulling out of plans to 



redevelop the site. 

Residents’ groups have ex¬ 
pressed fears about the site re¬ 
maining derelict as it has been 
used by a handful of street 
drinkers. 

In March 2009, a securi¬ 
ty fence was erected around 


the building to prevent unau¬ 
thorised access as community 
leaders feared the problems at 
the Royal Mail site were divert¬ 
ing police resources from pre¬ 
venting more serious crimes. 

A spokesman for Royal 
Mail said after Tesco pulled 


out, they were still “pushing 
ahead” on plans to redevelop 
the site. 

Only 12 members of the 
public objected to plans for 
the Tesco development, pri¬ 
marily over concerns about 
the impact of extra traffic.

New stand will be a 
‘theatre of dreams' 



Northampton Saints North Stand redevelopment plans at Franklin’s Gardens. 


The construction of a new 
North Stand at Franklin’s 
Gardens will turn the North¬ 
ampton Saints ground into a 
true ‘theatre of dreams’, the 
rugby club’s acting chairman 
has said. 

Following their deal last week 
to loan the Cobblers up to £12 
million to fund the expansion 
of Sixfields, Northampton 
Borough Council this week an¬ 
nounced it would also loan the 
Saints up to £5 million for the 
expansion of Franklin’s Gar¬ 
dens in Weedon Road. 

The deal would see a new 
North Stand built, with dem¬ 
olition of the current Stur- 
tridge Pavillion due to begin 
in the close season of 2014 and 
the new stand expected to be 
opened for autumn 2015. 

Saints’ acting chairman, 
Tony Hewitt, said: “This will 
complete the stadium, a real 
theatre of dreams. ” 

In the same way as the 
Cobblers’ deal, the borough 
council will give a Govern¬ 
ment-backed loan to the 


Saints for the development. 
That money will then be re¬ 
paid back to the council at no 
cost to local taxpayers. 

Mr Hewitt said: “We really 
appreciate the support we’ve 
had from the borough coun¬ 
cil. The advantage of doing the 
deal with them is they can of¬ 
fer us a fixed-rate loan which 
we could not secure through 
a bank. ” 

A planning application for 
the new North Stand is due to 
be submitted to the council by 


the club in the coming weeks. 

The plans are unchanged 
from those revealed in 2012 
which showed the new stand 
would have 1,900 seats, a bar, 
10 new hospitality boxes and 
a TV studio. 

The leader of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council, Coun¬ 
cillor David Mackintosh said: 
“We’re committed to working 
with all the town’s sports clubs 
and the Saints are a very im¬ 
portant part of Northampton 
life.”

Could cars be back 
in shopping street? 


The possibility of re-opening 
Abington Street to traffic is 
back on the cards, two dec¬ 
ades after Northampton’s 
main shopping street was 
closed off to motorists.

“I can remember when it 
was open to traffic, and I be¬ 
lieve it doesn’t work very ef¬ 
fectively at the moment, so it 
would be much better to get 
traffic through there again.” 

The council plans would 
see cars allowed to enter the 
town centre in St Giles Ter¬ 
race, drive down Abington 
Street, where they could drop 
off passengers, then exit the 
town centre along Wellington 
Street, at the side of Marks & 
Spencer.

businesses have been in touch 
with me to ask for this to hap¬ 
pen and I think it would be a 
good idea if we allowed people 
to be picked up and dropped 
off in the town centre again.”

She said: “Businesses tell 
me they’re very positive about 
this idea. 

“They see that it would 
help boost the number of 
people coming into the town 
centre.”

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Lucky escape for dog impaled on spike 


Vets battled for four hours to 
save a dog which was “five or 
10 minutes from death” after 
impaling itself on a metal spike 
while chasing a cat in North¬ 
ampton. 

Alfie, an Australian sheepdog, 
was out walking with its own¬ 
ers last week when it made a 
dash for a cat in an alleyway 
near Northampton School for 
Boys, off Billing Road. 

The iron railing went nine 
inches into its body, piercing 
its lungs, missing a major ar¬ 
tery by millimetres and its 
heart by an inch. 

It was saved by the team 
at Vets4Pets in Northamp¬ 
ton and, incredibly, was well 
enough to go home on Mon¬ 
day. 

It is the second lucky es¬ 
cape for Alfie, a stray that was 
due to be put down until its 
owners saved it from a rescue 
compound. 

The spike was hidden by 
shrubbery and Alfie’s owner 
John Colantonio, aged 50, of 
nearby Tanfield Lane, is now 
warning other dog owners of 
the danger. 

Mr Colantonio said: “We 
couldn’t see them until he hit 
them. He was on a long lead

and he saw the cat and hopped 
into the shrubbery. 

“The vet said they hadn’t 
seen injuries like this in 25 
years of service. 

“He’s had two lucky es¬ 
capes in life now. We rescued 
him from a compound in Sal- 
cey Forest two days before he 


was going to be put down. He’s 
my shadow. You couldn’t find 
a more spoiled dog.” 

The vets who treated Al¬ 
fie said they were “thrilled” at 
the outcome of his operation, 
given his condition when he 
arrived. 

Jenny Millington, a part¬ 


ner at Vets4Pets, said: “It was 
pretty horrific. The metal 
spike had pierced through his 
rib cage and then missed his 
heart by an inch. 

“He was extremely lucky to 
survive. It took four hours to 
get him stabilised. 

“We had one person 


breathing for him, two people 
draining the chest and two op¬ 
erating. It was a real team ef¬ 
fort. 

“We are thrilled. Luck¬ 
ily they rushed him straight 
through to us. He wouldn’t 
have survived another five or 
ten minutes.” 


Mr Colantonio added: “For¬ 
tunately my daughter, Chan¬ 
telle, always carries her mobile 
phone, and my wife Tracy had 
just got home from work. 

“As I was driving, Tracy was 
on the phone to the vets to tell 
them we had an emergency 
and were on the way.”

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Call for £2m relic to 
be put back on show 



Opposition leaders at the 
Guildhall have called for a £2 
million Egyptian statue to be 
put back on display at North¬ 
ampton’s museum. 

The Sekhemka statue is more 
than 4,000 years old, but the 
current leaders of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council have said 
it should be sold because it 
“adds nothing to the town’s 
heritage”. 

However, the Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat opposition have called 
for it to be put back on display. 

Councillor Brendan Gly- 
nane (Lib Dem, Delapre & Bri¬ 
ar Hill) said: “Many people in 
Northampton want to keep 
the statue, but the Conserva¬ 
tives don’t listen.” 

However, the leader of the 
authority, Councillor David 
Mackintosh {Con, Rectory 
Farm) pointed out the Liberal 
Democrats were in charge of 
the Guildhall in 2010 when the 
statue was taken off display. 

He said: “They had four 
years to put it on show if they 
wanted to. Of course, they did 


nothing. 

“We’d rather be able to in¬ 
vest millions in our culture 
and heritage than have a stat¬ 
ue in a vault that nobody can 
enjoy.” 

Sekhemka was a high rank¬ 
ing Egyptian official. 

His statue was made short¬ 
ly after the Pyramids were 
built, in about 2,400BC.

ki Dillon, said: “Because of 
the skills we have, we have de¬ 
cided it is time to develop the 
business further.

Luxury side of hybrid market 

ROAD TEST BMW 7 SERIES ACTIVE HYBRID7

The BMW ActiveHybrid 7 is a 
very interesting vehicle. 

It’s almost as if BMW has cho¬ 
sen to put a toe in the water in 
this market by offering a kind 
of “hybrid-lite” approach, 
though with some very BMW 
qualities. 

It isn’t a car that wears its 
green credentials on its sleeve. 
If anything, it does its utmost 


to hide the fact that it’s carry¬ 
ing batteries and an auxiliary 
electric motor. 

This, in many ways, reflects 
the way the hybrid market is 
changing. 

People no longer buy hy¬ 
brids to make a socio-political 
statement, they buy them be¬ 
cause they work for their per¬ 
sonal circumstances. 

The ActiveHybrid7 uses a 
320PS 3.0-litre petrol engine 
borrowed from the 740i and 
mates it to a synchronous elec- 



Mighty quick in a straight line 


trie motor, driven from a lith¬ 
ium-ion battery. Combined, 
the motor and engine can 
rustle up 354PS and 500Nm 
of torque. 

It’s mighty quick in a 
straight line, demolishing 
the sprint to 6omph in just 
5.4s and running onto an elec¬ 
tronically-limited top speed of 
I55mph. 

It can run on electric power 
alone, with the battery being 
good for around 2.5 miles be¬ 
fore the engine thrums back 


into life. Fuel economy is rated 
at 4i.5mpg and emissions at 
I58g/km. 

Although the subset in the 
UK is going to be small, there is 
a market for buyers of luxury 
cars who don’t like the big day- 
to-day bills associated with 
them but would like some al¬ 
ternative to a diesel. 

To date, that has meant 
dropping over £90,000 on a 
Lexus, but £66,000 on a BMW 
7 Series with hybrid technol¬ 
ogy looks like it has legs.

Carterwaswidelybelieved 
to be close to joining last sea¬ 
son’s league two runners-up 
Port Vale but no offer from 
them emerged. 

The uncertainty of the 
close season combined with 
Boothroyd’s desires to make 
Carter a key player in a team 
that will this season look to 
build on their sixth-placed 
finish last time around, made 
the decision a straightforward 
one. 

“It was a no-brainer to 
come here for me,” he said. 
“The manager is infectious 
with his enthusiasm and his 
positivity and I’m really look¬ 
ing forward to working with 
him. 

“Having seen what the club 
did last season and spoken to 
him about what he wants to do 
this season, it was a very easy 


decision to make. 

“There was interest from a 
couple of clubs but at the mo¬ 
ment there seems to be a lot of 
talk and you have to take that 
with a pinch of salt. 

“This was the offer that 
came forward, the manager 
made his intentions clear that 
he wanted me at the club and 
when you’ve got someone with 
his experience and achieve¬ 
ments wanting you to be part 
of a promotion drive, it is very 
difficult to turn down.” 

Although he did not fea¬ 
ture in either leg of the play-off 
semi-finals for Cheltenham 
against the Cobblers, Cart¬ 
er was in the Robins side for 
both halves of the league dou¬ 
ble they inflicted over North¬ 
ampton. 

In fact, he scored at Six- 
fields in a 3-2 win in December 
that he admits was an unjust 
victory. 

“I was very impressed with 
Northampton last season, 
even though we won against 
them with Cheltenham in the 
two games during the league,” 
he said.
